Maskell, 38, has left 
Loakes Park to become 
assistant to his old 
Wycombe teammate, 
John Delaney with Isth- 
mian League Division 
One side Oxford City. 


Delaney succeeded Bobby 
Moore as City manager last 
month. and to complete the 
virtual Wycombe takeover at 
the White House Ground, 
lan Rundle, who helped with 
the reserves last season, is to 
become Oxford's chief scout. 
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The departure of Maskeli 
after such a long and 
memorable stay at Wycombe 
will come as a shock ‘to his 
many friends and supporters,
